With regard Claim 1, "d) choosing a candidate subset S2 of 
size m of said n communication channels where the determinant of a 
matrix of said expansion coefficients corresponding to said subset 
S2 is greater than the determinant of a matrix of said expansion 
coefficients corresponding to any other subset of size m of said n 
communication channels divided by a predefined bound D; g) 
employing said communications channels in said final subset S2 as 
sensor channels for quantifying crosstalk from said second set of 
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communication channels." as recited in combination with other 
limitation in claim 1.
